all  city  employees.  After 
many  months  of  work,  the 
City  Council  adopted  the 
plan,  and  it  was  put  into 
effe'ct.  Under  the  Adminis- 
trative Code,  all  City  de- 
partments are  now  clearly 
defined  as  to  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  each, 
while  under  the  Merit  Plan 
city  employees  now  have  in 
writing,  a  list  of  personnel 
rules  and  regulations  con- 
cerning every  aspect  of  em- 
ployment, such  as  proba- 
tion, attendance,  sick  leave, 
holidays,  compensation, 
vacation  and  griexances.  In 
addition,  a  retirement  sys- 
tem was  established  b>^  the 
City  Council  for  all  munici- 
pal employees.  Prexiously, 
only  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ment emplox  ees  were  able 
to  join  the  system.  Great 
strides  have  been  made  in 
these  areas,  and  we  feel  that 
it  will  make  for  better  work- 
ing conditions  for  everyone. 


cal  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
State  and  serves  the  com- 
munity well. 

During  1974  Holy  Trinity 
Parish  decided  to  close  its 
school  building,  and  offer  it 
for  sale  to  the  City.  The  City 
Council,  after  conferring 
with  Somersworth  School 
Department  officials  and 
going  to  public  hearing,  de- 
cided that  it  was  in  our  best 
interest  to  purchase  the 
school.  It  was  accjuired, 
along  with  the  rectory,  for 
$200,000.  The  building  has 
been  renovated  and  is  now 
called  the  Great  F'alls 
School.  The  rectory  was  put 
to  good  use  also  and  is  now 
leased  by  the  Strafford 
Learning  Center.  All  in  all, 
the  acquisition  of  the  pro- 
pert)  at  the  corner  of  Main 
and  Indigo  has  been  a  good 
investment  and  will  benefit 
the  City  for  many  xears  to 
come. 


1974  marked  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  era,  not  only 
for  our  community,  but  for 
other  cities  and  towns  across 
the  Nation.  Accustomed  as 
we  have  been  to  our  way  of 
life  and  all  the  good  things 
that  we  have  taken  for 
granted,  it  soon  became  evi- 
dent that  we  would  hav  e  to 
change  our  habits  if  we 
were  to  survive  the  eco- 
nomic crunch.  Notwith- 
standing price  increases  for 
just  about  every  necessity, 
Somersworth  residents  be- 
gan to  adjust  to  the  energy 
crisis  along  with  everyone 
else. 

The  City  of  Somersworth 
faced  challenges  also  as  we 
embarked  on  a  new  course. 
The  people  of  Somersworth 
voted  to  adopt  a  new  char- 
ter for  the  City  in  Novem- 
ber 1973,  which  became  ef- 
fective January  1,  1974.  One 
of  the  requirements  of  the 
Charter  was  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Administrative 
Code  and  a  Merit  Plan  for 


Our  summer  work  pro- 
gram continues  to  function 
well  under  the  able  supervi- 
sion of  Robert  Crichton. 
The  vocational  students  of 
Somersworth  High  have  re- 
built many  more  sidewalks 
in  the  City  and  are  to  be 
praised  for  their  fine  work. 
This  project  has  been 
funded  with  Revenue  Shar- 
ing money  as  well  as  several 
other  projects  such  as  the 
reconstruction  of  Green 
Street  and  the  purchase  of 
new  equipment  for  several 
city  departments. 

The  City  Council  \\  isely 
voted  not  to  go  into  the 
ambulance  business  in  1974. 
After  many  months  of  un- 
certainty, the  City's  ambu- 
lance was  sold  to  the  Town 
of  East  Millinocket,  Maine, 
and  the  Council  contracted, 
once  again,  with  Benoit 
Medical  Service  to  provide 
emergency  ambulance  serv- 
ice to  the  community.  We 
are  indeed  fortunate  to  have 
this  service  as  Benoit  Medi-

The  year  1974  was  one  in 
which  urban  renewal  action 
was  de-emphasized  and  the 
Somersworth  Housing  Au- 
thority's activities  were  con- 
centrated in  the  areas  of 
pubhc  housing  and  social 
services. 

At  the  year's  end,  the  Au- 
thority was  operating  a  total 
of  280  units  which  house  ap- 
proximately 600  tenants  in- 
cluding the  elderly  and 
members  of  low-income 
families. 

The  National  Administra- 
tion's policies  relating  to 
housing — including  the  im- 
poundment of  funds,  the 
moratorium  on  building, 
and  the  termination  of  sev- 
eral programs — had  a  deter- 
ring effect  in  Somersworth, 
as  elsewhere,  in  relation  to 
any  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  additional 
new  units. 


Emphasis 
Was  on 
Social  Services 

In  the  area  of  Social  Serv- 
ices, however,  there  was, 
fortunately,  a  very  different 
story.  The  Somersworth 
Housing  Authority — build- 
ing upon  its  earlier  experi- 
ences—was able  to  multiply, 
expand,  and  improve  such 
services,  in  nature  and 
scope,  to  the  extent  that  the 
Authority  offers  to  its  ap- 
proximately 600  tenants  and 
to  people  of  Somersworth 
in  general  a  total  Social  Serv- 
ices Program  which,  for  a 
community  of  this  size,  is 
unsurpassed  in  HUD's 


Northern  New  England  Tri- 
State  Area. 

Operating  under  a  HUD- 
HEW  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  on  Housing- 
Welfare  Cooperation  in 
conjunction  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Wel- 
fare, programs  have  been 
developed — in  the  areas  of 
health,  education,  recrea- 
tion, socialization,  employ- 
ment, nutrition,  etc. — for 
the  young  and  the  old. 

Joseph  N.  Couture,  as 
Administrator  of  Commu- 
nity Services,  is  in  charge  of 
the  social  activities  and  is  as- 
sisted by  Mrs.  Katherine  Du- 
bois, R.N.,  as  Health  Serv- 
ices Officer,  and  H.  John 
Brenneis,  Jr.,  as  Social  Serv- 
ices Officer.  Evidence  of 
their  competence,  dedica- 
tion, and  ingenuity  is  found 
in  the  variety  and  effective- 
ness of  the  more  than  thirt\- 
different  service  projects 
which  have  already  been 
implemented  here. 

Romeo  St.  Laurent,  as 
Project  Director,  has  ably 
supervised  the  Authority's 
very  successful  and  expand- 
ing and  highly  beneficial 
Nutrition  Projects  which 
have  brought  man\'  thou- 
sands of  meals  to  needy  and 
deserving  elderly  people. 
The  Authority  is  presently 
acting  as  Grantee  for  Con- 
gregate and  Home-Deliver- 
ed Meals  Programs  in  Som- 
ersworth, Dover,  Roches- 
ter, and  Portsmouth.  These 
Programs  are  administered 
and  funded  in  New  Hamp- 
shire by  the  Division  of  Wel- 
fare and  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Council  on  Aging. 

Community  Center 

The 

Focal  Point 

The  Martin  J.  Flanagan 
Community  Center  on  Bart- 
lett  Avenue  is  the  focal  point 


of  the  majority  of  the  social 
service  activities.  It  is  here 
that  the  education  pro- 
grams— including  Day 
Care,  Head  Start,  Adult 
Basic  Education,  ceramics, 
Artex,  domestic  arts,  sum- 
mer tutorial,  public  safety, 
etc. — are  conducted,  as  well 
as  the  various  health  and 
social  activities  including 
well  child  clinics,  hyperten- 
sion, Pap,  tuberculin,  hear- 
ing, vision  and  othe  testings, 
inoculations,  etc.  In  addi- 
tion, there  are  recreation 
and  socialization  activities 
including  athletics,  dancing, 
card  parties,  tenant  and 
community  gatherings  as 
well  as  very  important  Infor- 
mation and  Referral  Service 
which  has  benefited  a  large 
number  of  people. 

The  dimensions  of  this 
Community  Center  action 
on  Bartlett  Avenue  are 
pointed  up  in  the  fact  that, 
during  1974,  Somersworth's 
total  of  about  9,200  resi- 
dents paid  more  than  80,000 
visits  to  participate  in  the 
wealth  of  programs  and 
projects. 

It  is  significant  also  that — 
on  a  daily  basis  and  when 
the  Day  Care  and  Head 
Start  Programs  are  in  opera- 
tion— nutritious  meals  are 
served  there  to  an  average 
of  about  seventy  persons. 
This  is  strictly  a  Community 
Center  service  which  is  in 
no  way  connected  with  the 
Strafford  County  Nutrition 
Project. 

Variety  of  Action 

At 

Filion  Terrace 

All  of  the  Social  Services 
action  has  not  been  confin- 
ed to  the  Bartlett  Avenue 
area,  however.  There  are 
also  a  wide  variety  of  well 
patronized  and  much  enjoy- 
ed programs  conducted  on 
a  regular  basis  at  Fihon 
Terrace. 


At  noon,  on  five  days  of 
every  week,  nutritious  con- 
gregate meals  are  served 
there  to  qualified  elderly 
people  under  the  Strafford 
County  Nutrition  Project  of 
which  the  Somersworth 
Housing  Authority  is  the 
Grantee  and  it  is  from  this 
center  that  the  "Meals-on- 
Wheels"  originate. 

This  is  the  focal  point  for 
the  various  activities  con- 
ducted by  the  200  member 
Golden  Age  Club.  Among 
other  groups  and  organiza- 
tions that  use  this  facility  are 
the  Somersworth  Woman's 
Club,  the  Jay-Cees,  the 
American  Association  of 
Retired  Persons,  the  Som- 
ersworth Conservation 
Committee,  World  War  I 
Veterans  and  Auxiliary,  and 
the  Boy  and  Girl  Scout 
Troops.  It  has  also  been 
made  available  to  the  City 
of  Somersworth  for  various 
meetings  and  election  day 
use. 

It  is  out  of  Filion  Terrace  al- 
so that  the  Somersworth 
Housing  Authority  field 
trips  for  the  elderly  origi- 
nate. These  have  included, 
among  others,  such  jour- 
neys as:  to  Boston  to  attend 
the  Annual  Flower  Show;  to 
Alton  Bay  for  a  boat  ride 
around  Lake  Winnepesau- 
kee;  to  the  White  Mountains 
to  view  the  foliage  at  the 
height  of  its  beauty;  to  the 
Rochester,  Deerfield,  and 
Acton  Fairs;  to  Canobie 
Lake  Park;  to  Hampton  and 
Wells  Beaches  and  to  the 
Milton  Ponds. 


rity  Active 
rk 
Programs 

In  the  interests  of  our  ten- 
ants and  others  who  are  vic- 
tims of  inflation  and  unem- 
ployment, the  Authority  has 
become  very  active  in  sev- 


eral relief  programs  in  co- 
operation with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Employment  Secu- 
rity, the  Strafford  County 
Community  Action  Com- 
mittee, the  Work  Experience 
Program,  and  C.E.T.A. 

The  lounge  in  the  Com- 
munity Center  has  been 
made  available  to  the  Dept- 
ment  of  Employment  Secu- 
rity on  a  three-day-week 
basis  in  order  that  the  hun- 
dreds of  Somersworth  peo- 
ple who  are  unemployed 
might  register  for  their  un- 
employment payments 
without  the  necessity  of 
traveling  to  Dover. 

The  Authority  has 
brought  to  these  unemploy- 
ed and  others  information 
and  assistance  in  obtaining 
benefits  available  to  them  in 
the  food  stamp  and  the  sup- 
plementary security  income 
programs. 

As  a  result  of  direct  and 
effective  action  in  its  own 
projects,  the  Authority  has 
provided  the  most  effective 
action — that  of  bringing  to 
unemployed  and  underem- 
ployed tenants  and  others 
real  work  and  wages.  So 
realistic  and  so  productive 
are  these  efforts  that  the 
Authority's  constituents  are 
being  provided  employ- 
ment at  an  annual  rate  of 
nearly  20,000  man  hours. 

Looking 
Toward  the 
Future 

As  we  move  into  the  early 
months  of  1975  and  as  the 
National  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  Act  of 
1974  becomes  effective, 
the  Somersworth  Housing 
Authority's  activities  take 
on  a  new  appearance  and 
new  dimensions. 

LIrban  renewal  action,  as 
represented  by  our  very 


successful  Triangle  Project, 
is  now  something  of  the 
past — even  on  the  national 
level. 

Entirely  eliminated  are 
new  conventional  housing 
projects  such  as  the  Albert  J. 
Nadeau  Homes  on  Bartlett 
Avenue  and  the  Robert  H. 
Filion  Terrace  on  Washing- 
ton Street. 

The  Section  23  Leased 
Housing  Program — in 
which  the  Somersworth 
Housing  Authority  has  pro- 
fitably participated  to  the 
extent  of  obtaining  160  units 
througout  the  city — is  about, 
to  be  abandoned.  It  is  being 
replaced  by  a  new  Section  8 
Lease  Program  concerning 
which  there  are  early 
doubts  and  fears  in  housing 
circles  as  a  result  of  delays 
and  uncertainties. 


i-^cw  r  lograms 

As  has  been  its  policy 
down  through  the  years  of 
its  existence,  the  Somers- 
worth Housing  Authority  is 
not  wasting  any  time  weep- 
ing over  abandoned  federal 
programs  successful  and 
satisfying  though  they  may 
have  been. 

To  the  contrary,  the 
Authority  has  taken  a  posi- 
tive attitude  toward  the  new 
programs  that  are  provided 
under  the  National  Housing 
and  Community  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1974;  is  study- 
ing them  carefully;  and — 
with  a  view  toward  partici- 
pation therein — is  trying  to 
make  determinations  as  to 
which  of  these  programs 
would  be  most  beneficial  to 
Somersworth  and  its  peo- 
ple. 

It  was  in  these  circum- 
stances that  the  Authority,

in  December,  communi- 
cated to  Mayor  Spellman 
and  members  of  the  City 
Council  its  willingness  and 
readiness  to  assist  and  co- 
operate in  any  way  possible 
in  obtaining  for  the  City  of 
Somersworth  any  and  all 
benefits  that  may  become 
available  under  the  new 
Community  Development 
Act.  This  action  has  since  re- 
sulted in  the  submission  to 
the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development — 
by  the  Authority  and  in  be- 
half of  the  City — of  a  pro- 
posal requesting  a  Grant  of 
Discretionary  Funds  for  a 
Community  Development 
Project  in  the  Blackwater 
Road — Maple  Street  Exten- 
sion Area  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  municipal  dump. 

In  this  connection,  the 
Authority  is  negotiating 
with  the  Manchester  Area 
Office  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment concerning  the  pos- 
sibility of  obtaining  addi- 
tional public  housing  units 
under  the  new  Section  8 
Program. 

Looking  into  the  future, 
the  Authority,  as  of  the  time 
of  this  report,  plans  inten- 
sive efforts  to  continue  and 
to  expand  its  various  social 
services  activities.  There 
have  already  been  submitted 
to  the  New  Hampshire  Divi- 
sion of  Welfare  and  to  the 
New  Hampshire  Council  on 
Aging  letters  of  intent  cov- 
ering the  HUD-HEW  Mem- 
orandum of  Agreement  on 
Housing- Welfare  Coopera- 
tion and  the  Congregate 
Meals  and  Home-Delivered 
Meals  Programs. 


Once  Again — 
That  Bartlett 
Avenue  Sidewalk 

Year  after  year — in  this 
annual  report — the  Author- 
ity has  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Mayor  and  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Coucil  the 
fact  that  the  safety  and 
physical  well-being  of 
many  people  are  placed  in 
serious  jeopardy  because 
there  is  no  sidewalk  on  Bart- 
lett Avenue  between  High 
and  Cass  Streets  where  traf- 
fic has  been  steadily  in- 
creasing. 

Time  and  again  it  has 
been  reported  that,  without 
a  sidewalk,  mothers  wheel- 
ing baby  carriages  find  it 
necessary  to  travel  in  the 
road  at  considerable  risk 
and  that  project  residents 
who  do  not  own  automo- 
biles are  frequently  seen 
there  pushing  grocery  carts 
from  a  nearbv  market. 


Fortunately,  no  major  ac- 
cidents have  as  yet  occurred. 
However,  with  the  passing 
years,  the  danger  has  grown 
with  the  traffic  and  the  pos- 
sibilities of  accidents  be- 
come increasingly  greater. 

Therefore,  once  again 
the  Authority  reminds  the 
Mayor  and  Council  of  what 
needs  to  be  done  in  the  hope 
that  some  among  these  cit\' 
officials  might  have  the 
foresight,  civic  conscious- 
ness, and  initiative  to  do 
something  about  it.  Al- 
though, to  date,  this  has 
been  a  forlorn  hope — it 
does  seem  that  there  is  now 
something  shghtly  stirring.

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Somers  worth 
Conservation 
Commission 

This  was  a  highly  'visible' 
year  for  conservation  in  Som- 
ersworth.  In  a  city-wide  spirit 
of  cooperation  work  was  com- 
pleted on  the  Market  Street 
(comer  High  and  Main)  Sit-in 
Park.  This  completed  the  full 
cycle — from  carelessly  dug  out 
banking  and  spilled  gravel  to  a 
carefully  designed  and  execut- 
ed mini-park  that  does  credit  to 
any  community.  The  banking 
has  been  graded  and  covered, 
a  variety  of  evergreens  and 
blossoming  shrubs  planted, 
and  a  lawn  added.  An  archi- 
tect's help  provided  the  hand- 
some set  of  redwood  steps  and 
also  the  artistic  fiberglas 
planter.  Many  groups  helped 
make  this  project  possible 
working  under  the  leadership 
of  this  Commission.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  Granite  State 
Banks  for  their  substantial  con- 
tribution; for  the  help  from 
Robert  Crichton  who  directed 
the  high  school  vocational  class 
students  in  building  the  stairs 
and  sodding  the  area;  and  to 
the  Somersworth  Woman's 
Club  whose  generous  gift 
made  possible  the  imposing 
stone  drinking  fountain.  This 
spot  is  a  true  oasis  and  has 
brought  a  touch  of  real  beauty 
to  our  downtown. 


The  Conservation  Commis- 
sion continued  its  tree  planting 
program  this  year  with  25   ma- 
ples and  other  salt-resistant 
trees  being  planted  on  public 
land  along  High  Street.  These 
replace  the  towering  elms  that 
once  were  characteristic  of 
the  city.  Home  owners  are 
urged  to  take  a  personal  care 
with  these  trees  and  wherever 
possible  water  them  in  dry 
spells.  Their  growth  will  make 
this  city  a  more  attractive  place 
for  future  generations.  With 
this  planting  this  Commission 
has  planted  over  200  trees  since 
its  work  started  four  years  ago. 
These  must  be  planted  on  city 
property  because  the  funds 
used  to  buy  and  plant  the  trees 
are  federal  or  city  and  are  given 
to  us  with  the  stipulation  the 
plantings  will  be  on  public 
rather  than  private  land.  We 
hope  the  project,  though,  will 
encourage  homeowners  to 
plant  trees  of  their  own  on  the 
edge  of  their  land  that  borders 
city  roads.  Many  city  roadways 
are  too  narrow  for  trees  to  be 
planted     on     city-owned     land. 


The  Commission  again  held 
a  widely-attended  5-week  win- 
ter gardening  course.  We  also 
had  the  annual  spring  shrub 
giveaway.  We  were  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Rockingham  County 
federally  funded  tree-cutting 


project  for  work  at  Parsons 
Park.  The  two- week  long  pro- 
ject resulted  in  considerable 
underbrush  and  trimming  of 
limbs  carried  out  to  make  this 
area  all  the  more  usable. 

Over  100  geraniums  were 
donated  to  the  Commission  for 
planting  in  the  Harry  Stein 
Park  at  city  hall.  Westwind 
Gardens  made  this  donation 
and  members  of  the  Somers- 
worth's  Boy  Scout  troops  did 
the  actual  planting — just  anoth- 
er example  of  the  sort  of  com- 
munity spirit  to  be  found  in  this 
city. 

And  this  was  the  year  that  we 
started  the  processing  of  an  ap- 
phcation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Outdoor  Recreation  (BOR)  in 
Concord  for  funding  for  two 
tennis  courts  that  would  be 
constructed  in  the  area  of  the 
high  school.  Final  action  on  the 
appHcation  is  not  expected  un- 
til 1975. 

Anyone  who  has  an  interest 
in  conservation  or  beautifica- 
tion  is  urged  to  identify  himself 
and  work  with  this  Commis- 
sion on  projects  he  may  decide 
on  or  on  our  on-going  pro- 
grams of  improvement.  For  in- 
formation contact  any  member 
of  the  Commission.
